REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Claims 1-40 are found to be allowable. 

3. The examiner agrees with those arguments presented by applicant. In particular 
the examiner agrees that the term fragrance is supported and thus removes previous 
112 rejections. 

4. Concerning the art, the examiner agrees that the Flynn reference alone or in 
combination neither anticipates nor renders obvious the applicant's newly amended 
claims. Specifically the newly added requirement that the method be performed in an 
automatic washing machine and differentiates between the instant fabric cleaning and 
the prior art surface cleaning.
